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For the country as a whole, there was a 9 percent increase
in the number of reported cases of diphtheria in the last half of
1955 as compared with the same period of 1954. Nearly all of
this increase took place in 3 geographic divisions. The per-
centage increases in this 6-month period of 1955 as compared
with 1954 were as follows: West North Central, 28 percent;
South Atlantic, 24; East South Central, 21; and Pacific, 13. De-
creases occurred in the other divisions as follows: New Eng-
land, 57 percent; Middle Atlantic, 40; East North Central, 22;
West South Central, 18; and Mountain, 40.

Certain States in the South Atlantic and East South Central
Divisions showed a very wide distribution of cases. For in-
stance, 45 of the 67 counties (67 percent) in Alabama reported
1 case or more in the last half of 1955. Eight counties reported
relatively frequently, and 2 had incidence rates in excess of 50
per 100,000 population. Thirty-eight percent of the counties in
Georgia reported cases of diphtheria from July 1 to December
31, 1955. One county had an incidence rate of 115 per 100,000
population and two others showed rates in excess of 70. One-
/half of the counties in South Carolina reported1 case or more,
and more than half of all cases in the 6-month period occurred
in Charleston County. In some other southeastern States, while
the proportion of counties reporting cases was smaller, certain
ones reported a relatively high incidence of diphtheria. For
instance, one county in North Carolina reported 69 cases per
100,000 population, one in Florida had a rate of 108, and one
in Mississippi, a rate of 44. In certain instances there was
a relatively high incidence in adjoining counties, and these in-
cluded adjoining counties of 2 States.

For the entire year of 1955, Nebraska reported 81 cases
of diphtheria. This is the largest figure for the State since
1946, when 84 cases were reported. During the past 2 years
Nebraska has experienced an increase in incidence, a reverse
of the national trend. The majority (80 percent in 1955, and 87
percent in 1954) of cases for these 2 years were in Douglas
County. Provisional information indicates 4 deaths for 1955,
3 of which were in Douglas County. The victims were all chil-
dren under age 10.

These data suggest a fairly widespread epidemic and endem-
ic occurrence of diphtherta during the last half of 1855,

Of the 35 cases of diphtheria reportedfor the current week,
21 were in 5 States. They were as follows: 7T in Texas; 5 in
Michigan; and 3 each in Alabama, Georgia, and Minnesota.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Influenza

The following information has been received by the WHO
Influenza Information Center, National Institutes of Health,

Dr. A. P, McKee, University of Iowa, reports a few scattered
cases-of influenza in Iowa City. Influenza A virus (FM 1-1947)
Was isolated from a case having onset January 19,

This is the first specific diagnosis of influenza received
this winter,

Psittacosis

Dr. S. B. Osgood, Oregon State Board of Health, has re-
ported a case of psittacosis in a 30-year-old woman who pur-
chased a parakeet from a local store. About 38 days later she
became ill with chills, fever, and malaise, There was no cough
nor upper respiratory signs. A chest X-ray indicated an in-
creased density in the left lung. She recovered after terramycin
therapy. The patient did not handle the bird to any extent, but
entrusted its care to her daughter and son who did not become
{11. The bird was apparently healthy with no visible clinical
symptoms. However, psittacosis virus was isolated from the
parakeet,

Brucellosis

The Veterinary Reporting Service of Michigan reports that
the Michigan Department of Health Laboratory isolated a pecu-
liar acting Brucella abortus organism from a blood culture
taken from a veterinary practitioner, The organism was typed
as Brucella abortus, type H (Wilson), by Dr. I, F, Huddleson.
This organism was first isolated in Michigan by Dr. Huddleson
from a dairy herd in 1953. The isolation from the veterinarian
was the first from a human in Michigan, The patient was treated
with achromycin and symptoms subsided 4 days after treat-
ment began,

Rables in man_

Dr. S, E. Sulkin, The University of Texas Southeastern
Medical School, Dallas, reports the occurrence of a fatal case
of human rabies. The victim was a 12-year-old boy who had
resided in the area.

Gastro-enteritis

The California Department of Public Health has reported
an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among personsina labor camp.
Thirty-eight personsbecame i1l with severe vomiting, diarrhea,
and abdominal cramps, from 3% to 8 hours after eating a noon
meal, The meal consisted of tacos filled with chopped beef.
The beef had been cooked early inthe day, was chopped by hand,
and mixed with potatoes, onions, and peppers. This mixture was
kept on the back of a stove until 11:00 a.m., at which time it was
prepared into tacos. They were delivered to 130 men in nearby
truck fields for lunch from 1 to 1} hours later, No food was
available for bacteriological examination.

The California Department of Public Health reports an
outbreak of gastro-enteritis among 130 persons who attended a
tea party at a sorority house. Of these, 18 student girls and 14
mothers became ill from 26 to 36 hours after eating a variety
of sandwiches. There were approximately 500 sandwiches, pre-
pared by various mothers at home and brought to the party.
Samples of 8 types of sandwiches were collected for laboratory
examination but all were negative for Salmonella or coagulase
positive staphylococci, It is possible that the sandwiches col-
lected did not represent those involved in the outbreak. Only 2
stool specimens were collected, and they were negative for
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Salmonella,

Dr. D. 8. Fleming, Minnesota Department of Health, has
reported an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among students in a
school. Of 320 persons partaking of smorgasbord, 121 became
ill from 24 to 36 hours later. The illness was characterized
by nausea, vomiting, abdominal cramps, and moderate diarrhea.

Recovery was generally complete within 24 hours, No pathogenic
organisms were found in stool specimens collected from 10
patients, Bacteriological examination of food specimens did not
reveal the organism responsible for this outbreak. Interviews
with {11 patients failed to reveal a common food and the agent
or the mode of spread was not found.

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NUMBER OF DEATHS IN 108 SELECTED CITIES
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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 108
major cities of the United States by week for the current year,
and, for comparison, the median of the number of deaths re-
ported for the corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar
years. (The median is the central one of the three values ar-
ranged in order of magnitude.) If a report is not received from
a city in time to be included in the total for the current week,
an estimate is made to maintain comparability for graphic
presentation.

The figures reported represent the number of death certi-
ficates received in the vital statistics offices during the week
indicated for deaths occurring in that city. Figures compiled
in this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely
the number of deaths occurring during the week. However,
differences are to be expected because of variations in the

interval between death and receipt of the certificate.

While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths
reported for all major cities generally represent a change in
mortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in
weekly figures for each city. For example, in a city with a
weekly average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring
in a week may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to
64 (d x 2VF, where d represents the average number of deaths
per week).

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex com-
position of their populations, and because some cities are hos-
pital centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from
year to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to pop-
ulation increases or decreases.
